proximately 120 new Ph.D.’s in the na- 
tion annually available to the country’s 
200 engineering schools. How near 
Dean Pumphrey may approach his 
goal for seven or eight new Ph.D.’s 
cannot yet be told.

More concrete results can be reported 
for improving facilities. The basic 
equipment for an ultra-high frequency 
micro-wave laboratory has been pur- 
chased. A variable compression ratio 
internal. combustion engine has also 
been secured, Some additional space is 
being gained: Release of a private lab- 
oratory in Ramsey will provide another 
classroom and office there. Several new 
classrooms and some laboratory space 
are being gained by clearing out an 
old foundry in Shop Building 3. Class- 
rooms will be used by the Economics 
Department, thus releasing classroom 
space used for economics in Tichenor 
Hall to physics, one of the basic stems 
of engineering, Laboratory space will 
be used by electrical engineers.

Humanities Studied By 
Auburn's Engineers 


Auburn is following the - national 
trend in engineering education of in- 
creasing the emphasis upon, the hu- 
manities and the basic sciences. Defi- 
nite plans are underway for strength- 
ening programs in mathematics, phys- 
ics, chemistry, and the humanities. One 
hew class in humanities was initiated 
this past spring, and a committee from 
the School of Science and-Literature is 
now working with a committee from 
the School of Engineering to plan a 
well-rounded 32-hour program in hu- 
manities for the engineering student. 

The. first humanities course is listed 
in the college catalogue as “Introduc- 
tion to Literature’’ ‘The fitle belies, 
somewhat, the nature of the course, 
whch is designed to fulfill recommen- 
dations of the Engineering Council for 
Professional Development and to be 
in keeping with the findings of such 
corporations as General Electric Co. It 
is an introduction to classical literature 
and a course in great ideas—-the ideas 
that have been transmitted through the 
centuries and which furnish the basis 
for modern civilization. 

Reading material for the course, 
which is taught by the API English De- 
partment, consists of selections from 
the works of the great thinkers in the 
early Greek, Roman, and _ Hebraic 
civilizations and of commentaries up- 
on those thinkers and their work. This, 
at first glance, does not appear to be

The School of Education continues to 
study new ways for serving the needs 
of the exceptional child—which means 
the extremely bright child and the emo- 
tionally, physically, or intellectually 
handicapped. A special eight day con- 
ference has been devoted to study and 
discussion of ways to make school work 
more stimulating and beneficial for 
exceptional children. 

“Finally,” Dean Pierce notes, “We are 
seeking to learn how to. do a better job 
by taking into account what the critics 
say about the public schools and teach- 
er education. Rather than waste time 
in idle defense, we are looking for new 
insights to enable us to improve teacher 
training programs and to enable public 
school teachers to do a better job in 
the elementary and high schools.” A

Another student ‘commented that 


after reading Plato he wouldn’t have 
any trouble with comprehending his 
chemistry text in the future. 


‘The foregoing comments came from 
apparently representative students. It is 
to be assumed that some students have 
negative opinions—that their gripes are 
not just a matter of fashion; and one can 
logically ‘assume ‘that ‘still other students 
were more enthusiastic than our “rep- 
resentative” students.

Pre-Engineering Becomes A Fact 


Of Life In Loveliest Village 


Benjamin William Prescott, Jr., agreed to serve as a representative 
medium through which the Alumnews might seek to interpret the new 
Pre-Engineering program. Ben is representative, not typical: to be ‘typi- 
cal is to be uninteresting, devoid of individuality, lacking in unique quali- 
ties of personality; Ben, who bore Alumnews prying into his personal 
affairs with considerable good humor and without effort to assume per- 
sonal glamor, is an interesting young man that perchance became one 
of Auburn’s first pre-engineers. 

Ben Prescott, pre-engineer, is the son of a Birmingham communica- 
tions engineer for the Alabama Power Co. and of Mrs. Grace Roche 
Prescott. His father, Ben, Sr., studied electrical engineering in the uni- 
versally recognized school of experience. Ben has a brother Walter, (now 
in the armed forces) who will join him in pre-engineering this fall. (The 
family roster is completed by a sister Rochelle, who plans to study re- 
ligious education at Huntingdon.) Ben himself has served with U. S. 
Marine Corps and may go back after he completes the business at hand, 
which is securing a B.S. in Electrical Engineering. 

Arriving a day late for registration, Ben missed the normal registra- 
tion experiences of Auburn freshmen, but his 82 fellow pre-engineers 
missed those usually normal experiences too. Pre-engineers were regis- 
tered with Dean Emeritus Joshua E. Hannum in Broun Hall, rather than A FUTURE ELECTRICAL ENGINEER uses Edison’s invention to the maximum. 
in Biggin Hall. where most people register. Dean Hannum and Ben's instructors early impressed upon i the nese of hard 
work. Summer heat and the hands on the clock must sometimes be ignored. 
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HERE’S A BIG DIFFERENCE—Arriving a day late, Ben had a conference with ii Hi! 
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The real difference is not in the location, however, but in the indoc- 
trination which he received as a beginning pre-engineer. 

From Dean Hannum, who heads the pre-engineering program, he 
learned what is expected of an engineering student and what an engi- 
neer should be. Dean Hannum considers his job one of providing the pre- 
engineer with sympathetic and confidential counselling, but not a pro- 
cess of spoon feeding, As a result of the Dean’s interpretation of his du- 
ties, Ben learned that engineering can be interesting and inspiring, that 
the distinction between an engineer and a technician is that the former 
must be a creative thinker as well as a manipulator of the slide rule and 
machines, and that through his first year he has an expert and willing 
advisor to call upon. 

Ben also learned from Dean Hannum that a pre-engineer must pass 
the courses prescribed in the one-year pre-engineering curriculum with 
satisfactory grades and adequate honor points before he can enroll as a 
sophomore in the engineering curriculum of his choice. 

Some facts about the pre-engineering course that Dean Hannum 
does not find necessary to explain to pre-engineers in the beginning may 
be of interest to the alumni: The program was recommended by a board 
of consultants as one phase of steps to regain accreditation in electrical 
and mechanical engineering» The program may produce a temporary 
drop in enrollment in the regular engineering curricula; for Dean Han- 
num and Dean Fred H. Pumphrey do not consider it a favor to the indi- 
vidual student who reveals lack of engineering aptitude to encourage 
him to work under the illusion that he can become a successful engi-

Alabama’s College Professors See 


Need For Great Improvements 


When the Conference of the Alaba- 
ma Chapters of the American Association 
of University Professors met in Au- 
burn on June 21 for their annual meet- 
ing, they devoted most of their time 
to serious discussion of some of the 
most vital and controversial questions 
facing higher education in Alabama. 
Dr. D. P. Culp, president of Livingston 
State College, was the principal speak- 
er in his role as executive director of 
the Alabama Education Commission. 

Following Dr. Culp’s address came 
fi panel discussion of five areas of 
problems in higher education. Leading 
the panel were Dr, Rodney M. Baine, 
Professor of English at Alabama Col- 
lege, Dr. Ralph M. Havens, Professor 
of Economics at the University of Ala- 


bama; and Dr. Robert R. Rea and Dr. 
William S. Smith, Auburn. Panelists, 
early in the diseussion, noted that 
neither college administrators nor leg- 


islators can solve the problem of main- 
taining desirable standards in the face 
of increasing enrollment without prior 
united action by the public. 
Specific topics discussed were: 
Relationship 
rollment 


“The 
Between Increasing En- 


and Maintaining Standards,” 


“Should Institutions Consider Restrict- 
ing Enrollment,’ “The Problem Col- 
leges Have of Admitting Unqualified _ 
High School Students,” “Responsibility 
of Higher Education in Training of 
Elementary and High School Teachers,” 
and “Maintaining Adequate Faculties 


in the Face of Alabama’s Inability to 


Compete in Offering Adequate Sal- 
aries.” 

On inany of these questions the pro- 
fessors engaged in warm but friendly 
debate. They came up with no pat 
answers for the problems discussed; they 
did not appear to expect to reach final 
conclusions on all of these matters, 
many of which, in the final analysis, 
must be answered by the people of 
Alabama through théir legislators and 
the administrators of their state col- 
leges, 

However, the majority were obviously 
of the opinion that the burden of in- 


creasing enrollments adversely affects 
the standards maintained at state col- 
leges and universities. Many felt that 
this problem can be partially solved by 
limiting enrollment through qualifying 
entrance examinations which would 
eliminate those whose aptitudes better 
fit them for non-professional oceupa- 
tions. Professors who maintain this be- 
lief point to the high attrition rate due 
to the inability of many students to 
Maintain satisfactory grades in college. 

Other professors, however, argue 
Against enrollment limitation as a vio- 
lation of democratic concept. Some in 
this group maintain that many students 
coming from overcrowded, inadequately 
staffed high schools need a period of 
time in college to find and prove them- 
Belves. Consensus of opinion, however, 
Was that students need only a 
limited time in college—one or two 
quarters or semesters—within which to 
indicate their ability to perform college 
work. Thus, all of the professors fa- 
vored lessening the present extended 
College burden of unqualified students. 

None of the professors felt that either 
adequate, competent faculties or satis- 
factory standards can be maintained 
without a truly substantial increase of 
financial support for state institutions. 
The professors noted that they con- 
Sider salary levels important but that 
an even more important problem is 
the maintenance of. proper educational 
facilities and equipment, and desirable 
class loads. Greatly improved libraries, 
laboratories, and research equipment 


such 


are, they say, urgently needed in Ala- 


bama colleges, 

Definite differences of opinion about 
the responsibility of higher education 
in training of high and elementary 


- School teachers were expressed. Many 
Professors believe that there is a real 


heed for greater emphasis upon sub-

ject matter courses in the preparation 
of public school teachers. They main-= 
tain that too many “How to Teach” 
courses prevent gaining satisfactory 
mastery of the subjects that future 
teachers must present to elementary 
and high school students. They believe 
that future teachers may leave college 
with inadequate understanding of the 
fundamentals of human knowledge nec- 
essary to any good teaching. 

At this point in the discussion, a de- 
fense of professional education re- 
quirements: for state certification of 
teachers developed. A proponent of 
certification cited evidence of its value 
in improving the educational qualifi- 
cations of Alabama teachers and noted 
the need for continued improvement 
because of the number of high school 
graduates still teaching. Someone asked 
why, in view of emergency certificates 
issued high school graduates, the State 
Department of Education should not be 
more liberal in granting certificates to 
college graduates without special train- 
ing in professional teachers’ courses. 

Time ran out during discussion of the 
certification issue, with the result that 
proponents of professional education 
did not, in this meeting, give a defi- 
nitive statement of their position. How- 
ever, from individual contacts with ed- 
ucation professors, the Alumnews of- 
fers the following general summary of. 
their position: 

Some professors believe that the 
growth of educational psychology has 
opened many previously unexplored 
areas of teaching that enable teachers 
to understand and motivate students 
better than ever before. They main- 
tain that mastery of teaching methods 
thus requires considerable time in pro- 
fessional teaching courses. This group 
does not consider a broad background 
in basic knowledge necessary for each 
teacher, but tends toward specialization 
in the specific subject matter area in 
which the potential teacher expects to 
work. 

Needless to say there are professors 
who hold varying in-between views on 
all the foregoing questions. One can 
reasonably assume from their comments 
that all of the professors attending the 
AAUP meeting would feel considerable 
relief if they felt that the public con- 
sidered the questions under discussion 
half as seriously as each of them does.

Charles L. Harold, ’00, of Pleasant- 
ville, N.Y., and Mobile—retired execu- 
tive of The Consolidated Edison Co., 
lawyer, former journalist, outstanding 
civic worker, loyal alumnus—poses that 
perennial problem for the would-be 
alumni feature writer: Where do you 
start with this man? Which of his 
many worthy deeds and activities do 
you feature? Which of them omit be- 
cause you are just a feature writer, not 
a bona fide biographer with a book of 
space at your disposal? 

Knowing him to be a native of the 
State which boasts Birmingham as one 
of its proud cities, you begin with 
Charles Harold’s part in the successful 
fight against the “iniquitous Pittsburgh 
Plus, or single base, system for steel 
prices.” C. L. Harold organized and 
became executive secretary of the 
Southern Association of Rolled Steel 
Consumers, which, in conjunction with 
the Western Association of Rolled Steel 
Consumers, led the successful fight in 
proceedings before the Federal Trade 
Commission to abolish the “Pittsburgh 
Plus” system. 

The Pittsburgh system amounted to 
rank discrimination against Southern 
and Western fabricators and users of 
rolled steel. Under it prices of rolled 
steel and products fabricated from roll- 
ed steel in the South and West had a 
component of fictitious freight, as if 
the commodity had been hauled all the 
way from Pittsburgh rather than from 
Birmingham in the South and Chicago 
in the West. The successful fight in 
which Mr. Harold participated result- 
ed in the establishment of additional 
basing points in Birmingham and Chi- 
cago, 


One next thinks of C. L. Harold as 
a loyal alumnus who early pledged his 
support to Emergency Fund Vice-Chair- 
man Frank Samford, saying: “We must 
restore those engineering departments 
to accreditation. They have shed too 
much lustre in their glorious past to 
be neglected any longer. The eminent 
alumni, living and dead, holding dis- 
tinguished posts in United States in- 
dustry and science, give proof of that 
glorious past.” During his active career 
in New York City, he served as presi- 
dent of the New York chapter of the 
Auburn Alumni Association. In earlier 
years, he was president of the general 
Auburn Alumni Association. 

Finally one realizes that a simple 
sketch of C. L. Harold’s activities through 
the years tells an eloquent story that re- 
quires little commentary: He was the 
first person to matriculate at Auburn. 
from Escambia County (Brewton) when 
he entered as a freshman in 1898. He 
received a B.S. in 1900, an M.S. in 
1901. He was manager of the Auburn 
baseball team in 1901 and represented 
Auburn in Inter-Collegiate Debate the 
same year. He took the affirmative of 
the question “Resolved, That the Dis- 
pensary System Is the Best Solution of 
the Liquor Problem.” He notes that 
prohibition was on the “up-and-up” in 
those days and Auburn was cast in the 
debate, but time and the present ABC 
system in Alabama have adjudged the 
affirmative argument correct. 

He was sports editor for The Birm- 
ingham News from 1902-04; city edi- 
tor for The Montgomery Advertiser, 
1905-09; and a lawyer and president of 
the Montgomery Savings Bank, 1909-

Paul Rudolph, ’40, became chairman of the Department of Architec- 
ture in Yale University’s School of Architecture and Design last Feb- 
ruary. Learning of his appointment to the position, the Alunmews sought 
further information under the illusion ‘that here was another Auburn 
alumnus on the way to the top. To our chagrin, we learned from the 
April issue of Architectural Forum that Paul Rudolph is not in the pro- 
cess of arriving—he had arrived before we began contemplating a profile 


of him. 

Russel Bourne, who wrote “Yale’s 
Paul Rudolph” for Architectural Forum, 
introduced his subject thus: “Teacher, 
executive, artist, Paul Rudolph; re- 
cently appointed chairman of Yale’s 
Department of Architecture, probably 
comes closer to being his generation’s 
ideal of the complete architect than 
anyone else. Of all the promising post- 
war graduates of U.S. schools of archi- 
tecture, Rudolph, now 39, has covered 
the most ground. Other young archi- 
tects are doing well, some will even- 
tually achieve similar eminence, but 
Rudolph got there first.” 

Bourne further noted that Rudolph 

is in constant demand as a lecturer and 
guest critic; that he has a “90 per cent 
batting average for published work”; 
that Rudolph’s ‘office—he is a practic- 
ing architect—handled two and one- 
half million dollars in business last 
year. 
According to Bourne, Rudolph’s po- 
sition as an intellectual leader is well 
enough established for him to hold 
unfashionable opinions. A full discus- 
sion of his opinions, controversial and 
otherwise, is hardly within ‘the scope 
of this article. Any alumnus particular- 
ly interested in learning his opinions on 
architecture ‘may peruse them ‘for 
himself at any ‘good library, for the 
bibliography of Paul Rudolph’s pub- 
lished works covers three closely 
spaced-type-writted pages. 

An example of his independent 
thinking may be found in his com- 
ments to Russell Bourne on the mat- 
ter of his college education. He said, 
in effect, of Auburn that it had a good 
school of architecture when its faculty 
let the students alone and that where 
one went to school does not really 
matter. Before permitting ourselves to 
become sensitive on this score, we 


‘should note that Rudolph holds his 
second degree, a Master of: Architec- 
ture, from Harvard. Rudolph’s state- 
ments then reflect, we think, no de- 
rogation of his Alma Maters, but rath- 
er the firm conviction that a ‘worth- 
while student really determines for 
himself what he wants to know and 
how to go about learning it. Under op- 
timum conditions, the student himself 
finally determines how capable profes- 
sors ‘can best serve him. 


Rudolph’s career as a college teacher 
and administrator, then, promises to be 
an interesting one. One can venture to 
presume that it will be a stimulating 
one for his students and that during 
it he may well toss a number of teaching 
conventions into the garbage can when 
he sees fit to do so. (Although we have 
not the benefit of any treatise on edu- 
cation by Rudolph and although we 
have not consulted with Dean Sam 
Hurst on the matter, we find some in- 
teresting parallels between our inter- 
pretation of Rudolph’s brief state- 
ments on education and the practices 
and philosophy of Auburn’s young 
Dean of the School of Architecture and 
the Arts. In “Art and Every “Man,” 
which Dean Hurst wrote for the Alum- 
news a few months ago, is a specific 
challenge to the sort of responsible, in- 
dependent creative thinking that one 
‘finds reflected in everything by or 
about Rudolph.) 

In Architectural Forum, Bourne spe- 
cifically raises the question of what 
effect a professorial career may have 
upon Paul Rudolph the artist—the ar- 
chitect and critic. He concludes that 
there is no danger that the professor 
will overshadow the architect, for Ru- 
dolph feels that his success in teach- 
ing will be in direct proportion to his 
continued success as an architect.
